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USE WINTER SQUASHES 


Those who experience difficully in securing enough varieties cf 
winter vegetables will do well to study the use of the various forms 
of winter squashes, which may be secured in the markets from. 
October to early spring. ; 

There are about fifty-five varieties in the squa-h family, Vary- | 
ing from the small summer squash to the large, hard-shelled winter ; 
squashe;, such. as the pumpkin and Hubbard squa’h. : 

The principal food value found in these vegetable gourds is in: 
the carbohydrate content which varies from 3 per cent to 15 per: 
cent. They are also rich in the alkaline-forming food minerals ‘such 
as potassium, sodium and calcium, and are excellent foods for these 
who have been in the habit of using too many of the acid-forrming 
foods, such as meat and the heavier carbohydrate foods ~uch as ; 
the cereals. , 

The early settlers in America found the pumpkin gvowing in: 
the Indian corn fields, and soon learned to use this vegetabre in 
several different ways: Pumpkin pie became a favorite ai<h, and | 
this was so well lived that later on the settlers Jeavnel to use 
Hubbard squash in much the same way in making pie. In most 
parts of America, today, either squash or pumpkin is: used in make | 
ing what is called pumpkin pie, but in the New England states, 
it is customary to designate either kind of pie by its proper name. 

The pumpkin is usually round, with a skin of a beautiful 
orange color and it weighs from ten to as high as two hundred 
pounds. Besides being used for pie it may be cut up and boiled and 
then mashed, or may be eut into strips and then baked. An excel- 
fent dish may be made by opening up one end of a small pumpkin, 
cloaning out the seeds, and filling it with a mixture made from 
equal porls of ground round steak, minced celery and Melba toast 
crumbs. This mixture should be slightly moistened with milk, the 
pumpkin filled, and the top replaced, and the pumpkin. baked in 
a slow oven for at least 45 minutes. 

Hubbard squash has a very hard covering, and must usually 
ye broken open wit a hatchet, and is best prepared by baking after 
‘{ has been cut into several pieces and has been cleaned of seeds. 
it may then be served by scraping out the soft portion and smash- 
ing thoroughly. Season the mashed squash with butter or cream. 

Pumpkin may he cooked by cutting into small pieces, boiling in 
plain water and mashing if desired, while cream and butter may 
also be used as a seasoning. I consider that pumpkin is a very 
wholesome veretable. 

The small pumpkin or Hubbard squash makes an_ excellent 
medium starchy vegctable which mav be added to a meal contain- 
ing either starchy or protein foods. As these vegetables are a little 
more sterehy than such vegetables as spinach, string beans, and 
the small summer squashes, it is advisable to use only a limited 
amount at ich meal, perhaps not over 8 ounces, an amount which 
would fill an ordinary drinking glass. It is best to use one of the 
non-starchy vegetabies at the same time in order to keen down the 
amount offstarch at any one meal. 

When these medium starchy vegetables are used it is a good 
plan to serve a salad at the same time but I advise that you exclude 
tometoes or any of the acid fruits at this meal. : 

While the winter season is still on, vary your combinations by 
using occasionally one of these excellent winter foods. — j
